During (lie alortii on Sunday afler- 
nooo last, tlib li^itning struck the 
steeple of thb First Presbyterian 
Church in this place, and in a lew 
momenta, (hia ayoieat and' venerable 
baildiag Wat ootfipletely enveloped la' 
flames. The fire spread with such 
rapidity Irum the steeple to the roof, 
and Irom the rrof to every part bf the 
edifice, that ndlwithatanding the moat 
priaewonhy exertions were made by 
the fire oompaniea and by individnalt 
to arrest its progress, there reroamed 
10 a lew houri uothiog of ibe church 
but its Walls. We understand tbal 
the splendid organ belonging lo the 
church, together with most of Its fur¬ 
niture, was either destroyed by fire 
or rendered unfit for future service by 
the dafimge it received in removal. 

Not tlie leas* part of the loss sus¬ 
tained by the town in this melancholy 
disaster was (hat of the Belt. Its 
moDinful and Jingeriog notes weie 
familiar to all our iahabiiaaia anH 
there was n sadness and sweetness in 
hs sound which every child would 
recognise as ‘the sound of the church 
going bell ” So strong tvas the lee- 
ling evinced for this appendage of the

'•Save the Bell/ Save the Belli” was 
the uoiveraal cry of those who from 
their childhood were wont to hail its 
notes as the summons to divine wor¬ 
ship.
